A llowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10, 14-17, 33-39 and 47 are allowed. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach or suggest, alone 
or in combination, the multiple selection mechanisms of data and address in a cache memory 
system and method particularly where the selection of addresses to be input to external memory 
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in an associative cache setup is performed by selecting from a set of addresses output from an 
external memory itself, e.g., the second device, and addresses output by the associative cache 
(claims 33, 47 and dependent claims). Claim 1 and dependent claims are allowable because they 
embody this methodology specifically by using multiplexers as the physical selection 
mechanism. Note that the external addresses from second controller claimed in the last 
limitation of claim 1, actually originate from the second device, which is the external memory.
